1. Earlier sections of this report have contrasted the military 
capabilities of the Soviet Union end its satellites with those of the 
United States ané the other peoples not under Krenlin domination, If 
wilitery capability were the sole meanure, the likelihood of the free 
world attaining its objectives would appear bleak indeed, ‘This sense of 
pessinion is inersased when ons compares the weaknesses inherent in 
damseracios acting togather es alliee with the apparent strength of an 
esforeed combinetion of states under a dietator, 

2, But there are other factars which, oO & proper sesesment and 
with & vigorous development, oan ehange the picture of the future from 
one of Latalistic pessinian to one of positive optiniss that our objectives 
can be reached without a gerercl war, These fastors are the psychological 
vulnerabilities of the Kremlin and the morel assets of the free world, 

3. The most important of these walnerabiiities and asasets are the 
intangible defects and strengthe which have historically spelled the defeat 
of tyramy and the victory of freedom, Tay take deep rect in the spirit 
of man, 

{n) The exploiteble vulnerabilities of the Kremlin regine have 
been appraised in earlier sections of this report, There aro the visibie 
eracks In the Monolith: auch as, « peasant umrest, sleve labor camps, 
inferior economy, inadequate transport faailities, unhappily subjugated 
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peoples of the satellites, eto, Equally Supartant: though lese diveernible, 

are the weaknesses whieh lie hidden beneath despotic power, A particular 
vulmorabliity must be considered in appraising the werlike intentions of 

the rulers off the Kremlin: = their distrust of the peoples under their 
subjogation. The Eremlin mist never be allowed to forget thet if it should 
shoose to launch a genersl wer against the frec world, it would be tearing 

dovn the Iron Curtain behind tho shelter of which it bas 20 ruthlessly reguiated 
the minds end wills of the masses, These seen and wneeen vulnerabilities are 
Svenues of attack and expleitation open to us in time of cold war, 

(b) On the other hand, the moral assets of the United States end 
her allies extend far beyond a superiog industrial potential and the pre~ 
dominant skills of management and lehor in the free world, There is, 
Sepecially, the fact of freedon, That fact is the basie ingredient of 
cur strength and is lacking tn peoples compelled to support brrenny, 

4. In recent years, we have sean striking instenoss of the will te 
be free asnerting iteclf, in ths vory face of the Krealints oredomtizent 
arued manpower: ~ the Marchal] Plas, the ald to Greoce end Turkey, the 
Berlin Airlift, the defense of Korea, the Worth «atlantic treaty Organisation, 
the San Francisca Penoa Conference, By these positive astions the fres 
world has on ocession, in economic, military, and political tera, taken 
the initiative away from the Kremlin, But these saparate agtions, each 
20 gtricing and valuahie in itself, have not brought with them to our side 
the maxima paychologtcal advantage whieh should derive frasa a planned 


wold war strategy, 
iE! 
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5» to the contrary, even among our staunch friends in Europe doubts 
heve arisen as te the intentions of tha United States, Twiee in time of 
generel war the United States has created an overpowering military might, 

Tf at a time when no general war exists the United States starts to rebuild 
the martis] power of itself and its friends, ean that power when full-grows 
be held to defensive measures? The Kremlin Supplies te world opinion a. 
sinister ~ and feleo - reply: the free governnents are imperialist aggressors 
and waremongers and the Soviet Unien is the only true friend of peace, ‘the 
nationaliet hunger of the peoples in the Hear, Middle, and Far East feeds on 
these liee. And to workers everywhere the Soviets hold ont the vision of a 
material paradise under Commmist rule, - 4n the future, Tha whole pieture 
80 presented is false, and it is up te us to show the truth, 

6 We met find the wy to arouse throughout the world an enthveias 
for « common cause, the cause of « free world at peace in which an eeonomy 
of plenty can flourish, We must bring heme to all peoples how much this 
common cause, to which we are dediested, needs their help, It is far less 
important to tel] then of the extent to vhich the United States ean and vill 
help then, The significant point is to make them identify the future they 
went with the future we want, This tesk selle for positive action in the 
field of psychologics) strategy; action in the next few years, before the 
Eromlin through misesloulation or alarm provekes a general conflict or 
before our militery expenditures place so heavy and long a strain upon our 
economy that the Soviets might insidiously prevail without resort to goneral 


war, 
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%. It ie not here suggested thet action should now be teken which 
rebellion of our friends in Cammnist-~doninated territory without same 
adequate meane to support and exploit that rebellion. What is here sug~ 
geoted is thet the United States governaent vigorously develop and employ 
& payehologita] strategy designed to exploit the initiative in the aold 
war vhere already possessed and to eelee Lt in other arses. 

&. Our government should make ite poliey decisions and plan ite ob- 
atential eetions in the political, economic, and military fields so ea to 
integrate the full potential of our nationel power and so as to derive 
therefrom most telling impset upon the minds and willis of foreign govern 
ments and peoples. Such a eourse of positive payehological strategy vould 
do more than onable ue to gain time for ourselves and our friends to estebliah 
an adequate military posture, It would elsc, without recart to war, sontrib-~ 
whe divegtly to our objectives of freeing the peoples in Scriet—dominated 


areas from the grip of the Kremlin regime and of so fostering the seeds of 


destruction within the foviet system itself that the Eremlir is brought st 
least to the point of modifying ite behavior to conform to generally acespted 
international standards, 

9. The following courses of action suggest themselves: 

&- ‘le whall seek to convince al) peoples of the world — greet 

and suall — that we are dedicated to meintedning, without resext te general 
war, @ world st peace and in that world an esonosy of plenty; and that there 
is naad foreach of them in the somon struggle for this geal, 
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ye We shall neck affirmative waya ty vhich to deter the Soviet 
Union from undertaking a globel war and to deny to the Soviet Union the 
enapabliity of achieving ite eims ty mesaures short of war. ‘Thus, we 
shall operets against the wulmerabilities of the existing Cammniet regimes 
in the Sovict Union and im areas now under its coutrol, ani sesk to create 
conditions wider vhieh those areaa my be freed from the Krealin's grip. 

fg. We shell reduce Comamist strength in the free world and build 


wp the will of the free world to resist both Gaummist influence and 
ad. Ye shell undertcke these courses of agtion as integral parts 
ef an over-all strotegy.
